the Rockefeller Foundation since it was 
chartered In 1913, will relinquish that 
position on May 15, 1917, to become 
Chairman of the Board of Trustees, it 
Was announced at the office at 26 
Broadway, last night. He willbe suc- 
ceeded by Dr. George Edgar Vincént, 
President of the University of Minne- 
sota and formerly Dean of the Faculties 
of Arts, Literature and Science-in the 
Univetsity' o1 Chicago. Dr. Vincent 
agreed to accept the office on condition 
that his salary as the executive head of 
the’ $100,000,000 organization remain at 
$10,000, the’ sum which he now recetvyes 
from the university. . He made this 
stipulation because he didnot wish to 
create: the impression that he was at- 
tracted to” the ‘hew podition for finan- 
cial reasons. 

The reason given for Mr. Rockefeller’s 
retirement: was-~ that’ the growing 
scope of thé Fountation demanded that 
either he, or ‘some oné else fitted for 
the task, give it his entire attention.

Foundation has been active in research 
and relief work in Europe, and, although 
the furia for Belgium was recently dis- 
continued, such of the work as remains 
will be advanced with renewed energy 
under Dr. Vincent's direction.

Mr. Rockefeller never had 
any. intention of permanently retiining 
the Presidency of thé foundation, and

Dr. Vincent ig the son of Bishop John 
rH. Vincent, the ‘founder ofthe Chau- 
tauqua Literary and Scientific Circle, 
and was himself identified with the 
work of ‘that institution almost ‘from 
its beginning. Before accepting the 
place of President of the University of 
Minnesota he had:an important part in 
the development of Chicago University, 
and as Dean displayed an unusual talent 
for administration. A year after suc- 
ceeding Dr. Cyrus Northrup as the head 
of the University of Minnesota Dr. Vin- 
cent ‘was elected President of the. Re- 
ligious Educational Association. He also 
became identified with the Educational 
Board of the Rockefeller. Foundation 
and impressed Mr..

When 
this was refused. he said that it still 
stood open, but woltld. not be renewed 
except on the request ‘of both belliger-~- 
ents.. The first convetition of. The Hague 
Conference ‘of 1907 declares that. an 
offer of mediation, even during hostili- 
ties, cannot be regarded byeither of the 
parties in the dispute as-.an unfriendly 
act. This leaves mediatién open, but 
says nothing about the more important 
question of when it may be useful to 
help toward a just and lasting peace. 

“ Knowing the attitude of the United 
States Government. regarding the pres- 
ent dreadful war in Europe, I believe 
we must trust. to it_to recognize and 
welcome the. right moment when its 
services will be useful for a peace which 
will not carry in its breast the seeds 
and sanction of a future. war.

A. Foster Higgins was best known here 
as the financier who succeeded the late 
Charles T. Barney, President of the 
Knickerbocker Trust Company, in 1907, 
and who was largely instrumental -in 
rehabilitating that organization, which 
is now the Columbia ‘Trust. Company. 

He was born in’ Macon, Ga. His 
education was: received in Colgate’ and 
Columbia Universities, although His 
father’s financial reverses forced him to 
leave college and go te .work before 


completing the course... He obtained a 
eon with the firm of Jones & 
hinson, marine insurance adjusters 
where he later became a Jones, fo an 
on the death of Walter ng ones, eee 
the firm of Johnson with 
which he was Canad ot i+  thtne of 
ney death.: Mr. Higgins became known 
an adjuster of remarkable aay: 
Sad it is said that of 10,000 
ments made by him, less than twenty 
were appealed ftom. 
He first became prominent when the 


late J. P. Morgan and Samuel D, Bab- 
cock employed him, to reorganize the 
United States Lilo “tye of which he later 
became agent and conducted the busi- 
ness so successfully that within twenty 
years it paid’ dividends aggregating 2,000 
per cent. on its capital stock. 

In 1907 when the Knickerbocker Trust 
Company was forced to close Mr. Hig- 
gins was one of the thirty-five Trustees 
of the institution. He was chosen to 
Save the company, and he undertook the 
work on the condition that he should 
be allowed to retire from the Presidency 
as soon as the company was in a sound 
condition: again. 

Mr. Higgins sold 0990 shares of 
Treasury stock for $300 a share and he 
and nine others raised addi- 
tional needed to make up a deficit, and 
the Knickerbocker Trust Company was 
again a $, Boing concérn.
